‘THE SCHOOL VACATION 


During the-school vacation period of approximately three months, 
you should allow.your child to forget about his studies and develop as 
much as possibloin a physical direction. ‘ 

You are, pf: course, anxious that your child learn rapidly, but 
remember tha€!the child can learn things from nature which cannot 
be obtained frentbooks. . 

Many paréats make the, mistake of “cramming” children at the 
expense of themnervous system, and the children look pale and are 
irritable and: obviously worn out. 

There is Merave danger that many of our children are placed on 
too much of a strain during the school year. They often detest many 
of the studies but are nevertheless forced to remain in the classroom 
for six to eightshours, and a pernicious practice is carried out of hav- 
ing them take kome extra work requiring two or three hours to com- 
plete. Such tr@ning continued for any length of time without proper 
methods of recreation is certain to produce results which are unde- 
sirable. It is ainly carrying the “cramming” too far to insist upon 
having the chil Btudy during the summertime. , 

This is a derful time of the year for recreation and intensive 
cultivation of physical body. Give the children a chance to be out 
in the sun and ttuke plenty of exercise through such games as tennis, 
horseback riding, swimming,’ boating, hiking, baseball, ete. 

Let them p and play to their heart’s content, even if they 
are a little mofe:careless with their clothes and personal appearance. 
You must realize that your child is a growing individual who has 
probably been pyshed beyond his mental capaeity, and you who find 
so much good from a vacation in the woods must realize that your 
child should allowed to go back to primitive enjoyment for at 
least two or three months if you expect him to regain the strength 
of body so necessary for the coming term of school, with its many 
resvonsibilities and unnatural mental strain and tension. 

It is a good: plan to teach the child to excel in various kinds of 
athletic games, thecking up on his activities and commenting on them 
at the end of each day. Praise and encouragement and possibly even 
prizes should be» given for proficiency in winning physical contests. 
Children who are encouraged in the right direction toward wholesome 
exercising are greatly helped in laying the foundstion for sound health. 

During the summertime you will also be able to regulate your 
child’s dict cvem more carefully than when the problem of school 
lunches‘had tope handicd. Let the child eat at home wheneyer possible 
that he may be assured of good and wholesome food.
